To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ampthill  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  health,  vital  statistics  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Ampthill  Rural  District  for  the  year  1952. 

As  I only  took  up  my  duties  in  November,  of  this  year  following  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  Pleydell,  my  report  this  year  is  necessarily  brief. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  the  Health  Department  suffered  a severe  blow 
in  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Hawtin  in  May,  1952.  The  post  of  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 

was  filled  by  the  promotion  of  Mr.  Foley  in  July. 

Measles  was  very  prevalent  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  and  although  many 
children  in  the  younger  age  groups  were  affected,  no  deaths  occurred.  It  is  distressing 
to  have  to  report  that  two  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  from  intestinal  infections,  one 
young  man  dying  of  food  poisoning  and  one  infant  of  dysentery.  These  tragedies  under- 
line the  urgent  need  for  further  improvements  in  hygiene  amongst  food  handlers  and 
the  public  in  general. 

As  in  previous  years,  housing  and  the  care  of  the  aged  remain  the  chief  problem 

in  Public  Health. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  officials  of  the  District  Council  and  the 
staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

From  a scenic  point  of  view  the  district  as  a whole  is  one  of  the  most  attractive 
ind  beautiful  areas  in  Bedfordshire  and  as  yet  unspoiled  by  large  industrial  development. 

The  principle  employers  in  the  North  and  W^est  are  the  brickworks  at  Lidlington 
nd  Ridgmont,  with  Stewartby  just  inside  the  Bedford  Rural  District.  There  are  also 
ight  engineering  factories  at  Cranfield  and  Aspley  Guise.  Other  large  places  of  employ 
nent  are  the  Bovril  Factory  and  Ebonite  Works  at  Houghton  Conquest,  a brush  works 
it  Flitwick  and  a tool  factory  at  Westoning.  The  Aeronautical  College  at  Cranfield 
ind  the  National  Institute  of  Agricultural  Engineering  at  Silsoe  have  greatly  added  to 
he  status  of  these  villages,  while  the  growth  of  Lower  Stondon  is  largely  due  (o  the 
LA.F.  Aerodrome  and  Training  Centre  at  Henlow  Camp. 

Flitwick,  served  by  a main  railway,  is  largely  a dormitory  area  for  Luton  and  Bedford 
vhere  many  are  employed  in  the  factories  and  offices  of  these  large  towns. 

Intensive  market  gardening  is  the  principal  occupation  in  the  light  sandy  soil  around 
Uaulden,  Flitwick,  Flitton  and  Clophill  and  agriculture  affords  the  greater  part  of 
-mployment  within  the  district. 

Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and  Woburn  are  mainly  residential  in  character.

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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area 


1.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

A new  Public  Health  Laboratory  has  been  set  up  in  the  grounds  of  the  Bedford 
General  Hospital,  North  Wing.  The  service  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council  acting  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  is  free  of  charge  to  the  Local 
Authority. 


One  of  the  main  functions  of  this  Service  is  to  co-operate  with  General  Practitioners 
and  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  the  diagnosis,  prevention  and  control  of  infectious 
diseases.  For  these  purposes  the  laboratory  will  undertake  the  examination  of  material, 
e.g.  throat  swabs,  sputa,  faeces,  urine  and  blood  from  any  patient  suspected  to  be  suffering 
from  a communicable  infection,  or  of  being  a carrier.  All  General  Practitioners  in  the 
District  have  been  acquainted  of  these  facilities. 


2.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  Service  provided  by  the  Bedfordshire  County  Council  has  satisfactorily  met 
the  needs  of  the  area.  It  covers  the  full  twenty-four  hours,  and  is  free  of  charge. 

In  addition  to  moving  emergency  cases,  ambulance  and  sitting-case  car  transport 
is  available  for  carrying  patients  unable  to  travel  by  other  means  to  and  from  Hospitals 
and  Clinics,  at  which  attendance  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  medical 
treatment. 

Except  in  the  case  of  an  emergency,  the  request  for  an  ambulance  must  be  made 
by  a Medical  Practitioner  or  other  Authorised  Person.  This  should  be  to  the  nearest 

depot. 

The  Service  also  covers  the  removal  to  isolation  hospitals  of  patients  suffering 
from  infectious  disease. 


3.  DOMICILIARY  NURSING  AND  MIDWIFERY  SERVICES. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
for  the  provision  of  these  Services  and  employs  the  nurses  and  midwives  in  the  district! 
Direct  administration  is  by  the  Northern  Divisional  Health  Committee.  The  nurses  are 
qualified  both  in  nursing  and  midwifery,  acting  as  nurse  midwives  and,  with  one  exception, 
all  have  a motor  car.  The  nurses  are  distributed  as  follows  : —

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1.  WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  three  principal  sources  of  supply  continue  to  be  used  : — 

(a)  Aspley  Guise  (Birchmoor)  Water  Works. 

Boreholes  in  greensand,  chlorinated  before  delivery  to  mains. 

Twenty-one  parishes  are  served  from  this  source. 

(b)  Ampthill  U.D.C.  Waterworks  at  Clophill. 

Boreholes  in  greensand.  The  water  softened,  filtered  and  chlorinated  at  the 
works. 

Clophill,  Haynes  and  Maulden  are  served  by  this  supply. 

(c)  The  London  and  Devon  Estates  Company  Waterworks  at  Husborne  Crawley— 
supplying  two  parishes. 

The  parishes  Higham  Gobion,  Pottesgrove  and  Battlesden  are  without  piped  supply. 
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The  provision  of  a piped  supply  to  these  parishes  is  constantly  under  review  and  will 
be  provided  when  conditions  permit.  A number  of  premises  at  Battlesden  are  supplied 
from  the  Bucks.  Water  Board  Works  situated  there.

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance  and  free  from  metals 
ipart  from  a negligible  trace  of  iron.  The  water  is  slightly  acid  in  reaction,  soft  in 
haracter  and  has  a low  content  of  alkalinity.  A corrosive  tendency  towards  metals 
vould  therefore  be  anticipated.  The  water  has  a comparatively  low  content  of  mineral 
onstituents  in  solution  and  it  is  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality. 

From  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analysis  the  water  is  consideted  pure  and  wholesome 
n character  and  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes.” 

Regular  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  gave  clear  reports  and  indicated 
i high  bacteriological  standard. 

The  supply  from  Birchmoor  has  a plumbo — solvent  action  as  a result  of  which  lead 
siping  is  not  used  in  the  area  supplied. 

The  Clophill  supply  is  moderately  hard  and  is  not  plumbo-solvent

Work  has  proceeded  on  the  new  boreholes,  pumping  station  and  water  tower  at 
Pulloxhill  and  this  service  should  be  in  full  operation  during  1953. 

Difficulty  has  again  been  experienced  in  the  higher  points  of  the  distribution  scheme 
at  Haynes,  Harlington  and  Pulloxhill,  but  this  was  overcome  by  the  following  emergency 
measures. 

(a)  The  construction  of  a 5,000  gallon  capacity  sLeel  water  tank  on  twin  towers 
30ft.  high  at  Harlington. 

(b)  A temporary  supply  from  the  Biggleswade  Water  Board  for  Lower  Stondon, 

(c)  Temporary  pumping  plant  was  installed  at  one  of  the  new  boreholes  at  Pullox- 
hill and  pumping  direct  into  the  existing  mains,  has  been  used  as  an  emergency 
measure. 

(d)  Haynes  village  supply  became  intermittent  and  a temporary  boosting  plant  was 
installed  at  Maulden  to  maintain  the  supply. 

The  following  watermain  extensions  were  laid  : — 

Battlesden. — 1068  lineal  yards  3in.  dia.  asbestos  cement  pipe. 

Lower  Gravenhurst. — 1580  lineal  yards  3in.  dia.  ditto. 

Harlington.- — 1590  lineal  yards  ^in.  dia.  ditto. 

Westoning,  Wood  End. — 893  lineal  yards  2in.  dia.  ditto. 

Flitton. — 1000  lineal  yards  3in.  dia.  ditto. 

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Sewerage  scheme  for  the  parishes  of  Flitwick,  Westoning  and  Harlington  was 
completed  during  the  year  and  up  to  December  some  480  premises  had  been  connected 
to  the  sewers. 

The  Disposal  Works  at  Aspley  Guise  deal  with  Aspley  Guise  and  Aspley  Heath 
drainage,  together  with  the  Newport  Pagnell  R.D.  parish  of  Woburn  Sands  in  a joint 
drainage  scheme. 

New  works  are  proposed,  which  would  provide  for  the  later  connection  of  sewers 
fiom  Husborne  Crawley  and  Ridgmont  in  this  district  and  additional  parts  of  Newport 
Pagnell  Rural  District. 

VC  oburn  is  principally  owned  by  the  Duke  of  Bedford,  and  is  privately  sewered  to  a 
Disposal  Works  owned  and  managed  by  the  ducal  estate  office. 

3.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  action  has  been  necessary. 

4.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and  Woburn,  except  for  outlying  properties  have 
water  closets. 

In  the  remaining  parishes  a number  of  houses  have  water  closets  draining  to  cess- 
pools, but  the  majority  have  earth  closets  with  pails. 

On  the  new  housing  estates,  all  Council  Houses  have  water  closets.  Where  the 
schemes  are  sufficiently  large  and  suitable  disposal  works  the  provided  and  in  other 
cases  cesspool  drainage.

Five  lock-up  shops  have  certificates  of  exemption  under  Section  38  (2)  and  (6)  of 
the  Shops  Act  1950,  sanitary  conveniences  being  available  within  a reasonable  distance.

10.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

(a)  Public. 

No  swimming  pools  are  owned  by  this  Authority. 

(b)  Privately  owned  and  open  to  the  public. 

Eversholt. — A small  open  air  bath,  supplied  from  a lake.  Privately  owned, 
managed  by  the  Parish  Council,  the  children  of  the  parish  are  admitted  free,  a small 
charge  is  made  to  adults. 

Husborne  Crawley. — 60,000  gallons  capacity,  fed  from  private  water  supply. 
Woburn.— Similar  to  Husborne  Crawley,  filled  from  main  water  supply. 

All  are  emptied  and  refilled  at  intervals,  and  in  the  intervening  periods  chlorine 
solution  is  sprayed  on  the  surface  and  the  water  agitated. 

In  addition  to  use  by  parishioners,  the  Education  Authority  utilise  the  three  pools 
for  instruction  of  school  children  who  are  conveyed  from  the  surrounding  villages  by 
motor  coach  during  the  summer  terms. 

(r)  Private  Swimming  Pools. 

Hawnes  School,  Haynes  Park. — An  open  air  pool  is  provided  for  this  girls' 
boarding  school.  A natural  spring  gives  the  pool  a continuous  flow. 

The  Knoll  School,  Aspley  Heath. — A similar  boarding  school  for  boys,  this 
has  a small  pool  filled  from  the  main  water  supply.  It  is  periodically  emptied  and 

refilled. 
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11.  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

1 (d)  No  Council  Houses  were  found  to  be  infested.

2.  The  rooms  and  furniture  were  fumigated  with  Parafog  generators  followed 
where  necessary  by  spraying  with  Zaldecide  containing  D.D.T.

3.  Prevention  of  re-infestation  after  cleansing,  is  secured  by  re-inspection,  advice 
and  supervision. 

HOUSING 

Sixty-three  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  making  the  number  ofj 
post-war  houses  now  occupied  as  793. 

Works  of  improvement  were  carried  out  to  some  30  pre-war  Council  houses,  sub 
stituting  water  closets  for  earth  closets  and  providing  drainage  to  cesspools  or  small 
sewage  disposal  works. 

Fourteen  houses,  accommodating  fifteen  families  are  still  under  requisition. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Council's  sewers  and  refuse  dumps  are  systematically  treated  and  all  the  Cou  ici 
Houses  were  inspected  and  treatment  rendered  where  necessary. 

In  addition  156  business  premises  and  329  dwelling  houses  were  disinfested. 

A flat  rate  charge  of  5/-  per  hour  of  the  operative's  time  is  made  to  the  occupier 
which  includes  travelling  expenses  and  cost  of  poison  and  bait. 

During  the  year,  the  number  of  dead  rats  discovered  after  treatment  was  1,784. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

There  are  21  retail  dairymen,  and  73  producer-retailers.  Two  retailers  outside  th 
District  have  supplementary  licences  to  sell  Pasteurised  milk.  Two  retailers  have  licence 
to  retail  Pasteurised  milk  and  one  to  retail  Tuberculin  Tested  milk. 

(/>•)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  following  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  : 

34  lbs.  beef,  135  lbs.  mutton,  121  lbs.  pork,  34  lbs.  liver,  28  tins  kidneys,  19  tins  mea. 
5 tins  fish,  39  tins  vegetables,  8 tins  fruit,  and  3 tins  jam. 

Four  new  registrations  were  made  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream. 

Nineteen  licences  to  slaughter  and  stun  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  193. 
were  renewed. 

The  licence  of  one  slaughterhouse  was  renewed.

Scarlet  Fever. — Fourteen  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  sixteen  in  the  previous 

year. 

Diphtheria. — No  cases  were  notified. 

Pneumonia. — Four  cases  were  notified. 

Erysipelas. — No  cases  were  notified. 

Measles.— One  hundred  and  sixty-seven  cases  of  this  infection  were  notified. 

A high  incidence  but  no  deaths  recorded. 

Whooping  Cough.— Eighty-two.  A high  incidence  but  no  deaths  recorded. 

Poliomyelitis. — No  cases  were  notified. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.— One  case  was  notified  under  the  new  regulations. 

Ophthalnia  Neonatorum.— One  case  was  notified.  Complete  recovery  was  made. 
Dysentery. — Three  cases  were  notified  one  proving  fatal. 

Food  Poisoning.— Two  cases  and  one  death  were  the  result  of  a family  outbreak 
the  other  was  a single  case.  Both  incidents  were  due  to  Salmonella  infections  the  origin 
of  neither  being  detected.
